generation—social security is a bummer. If you happen to be 


among those who are already collecting their social security 
henefits, ar if you expect to be soon, you could be among the last 
people in the country who will get out of the system anything like 
a good return on the dollars they have put into it. The outlook for 
and 20's bo particularly wiiceriain. 

* Inthe first place, as eeersone knows, social security is not a 
retirement insurance program which delivers cerizin known 
benefits after a stated period of Lime according to the premiums 
paid. It is rather a system of national welfare intended to put a 
floor under the income of retired or disabled workingmen and 
women. Congress passed legislation establishing the social 
security program in 1937. At that time, the maximum amount of 
taxable income subject to the social security tax was $3,000. Last

and business people will pick up the tab for ever-rising social 
security payments to those who are no longer working. [n just 
four years, annual benefit payments, assuming no special 
additional increases are authorized by Congress, will rise from 
around $53 billion in 1973 to nearly $84 billion in 1978, That will 
necessitate a pretty healthy boost in taxes that someone is going 
to have to pay. 

+ # Dr. Robert J. Myers, who retired after 23 years of service as 
the social security svstem’s chief actuary, expresses the fear that 
the program will not he able to pay for itself. He points out that 
under the present escalator formula it is assumed that the cost of 
living will go up 2.75 percent a year with the same increase in 
benefits following, and that there will be a 5 percent annual 
increase in wages subject to the tax to cover this increase. But 
what happens if general price levels rise much faster than 
projected, as they now are, and wages subject to the social 
security tax da not keep pace? If there were to be a business 
slowdown at the same time that there was price inflation, this is 
precisely what could happen. With the energy shortage, 
continued government manipulation of the economy and 
interference in both supply and price of goods and services, the 
nation seems to be moving closer to this kind of situation. As an 
article in BARRON'S, National Business & Financial Weekly 

. Points out, “Congress seems to believe that by repeatedly 
increasing social security benefits, in order to help offset the 
impact of inflation, it is showing genuine concern for those living 
on fixed incomes. What it is really doing, however, is 
accelerating the upward spiral of wages and prices, undermining 
the financial soundness of the social security system, 
aggravating long-standing inequities and placing a crushing 
‘burden on young workers.” 

: Social security may turn out to be a social tragedy. The 
system is geared to the politics of election years. It will become 
‘increasingly burdensome to young workers and those who are 
presumably the most productive and earning higher levels of 
‘salary or income. Its benefits cannot be foreseen or projected 
‘since they are tied to the unpredictable direction of congressional 
political winds and to the progress of inflation. As things now 
stand, the social security system cannot meet its obligations 
unless wages subject to Lhe tax continue to rise at a more rapid 

“rate than the cost of living. 

’. The retirement security of present-day workers would be 
yimmensely greater if the money paid into the social security 
' system were instead paid into bona fide insurance annuity 
: programs guaranteeing, on an actuarial basis, certain levels of

9:1-17, The fifth point reads: 
“And surely your blood of your 
lives will I require; at the hand 
of every beast will I require it, 
and at the hand of man; at the 
hand oi every man's brother 
will | require the life of man, 
whoso sheddeth man's blood, 
by man shail his biood be shed: 
for in the image of God made he 
man.” Gen. 9:5,6,

“What Alcoholism is” 


1. Alcoholism is a disease, like diabetes, 
cancer, or heart disease. 

2. The disease can be divided into four 
distinct phases: contact, prodromal, acute, 
and chronie. 

3. The disease tends to create and magnify 
social disorganization, emotional disturbance, 
and physical deterioration. 

4. A major symptom of alcoholism is “loss of 
control” over the amount of alcohol the 
alcoholic will ingest after any subsequent 
crinking. 

5. The alcoholic may develop a psycholo- 
gical dependence along with a definite 
physical addiction to alcohol. The physical 
addiction is the basis for alcoholism. 

6. Once the aleaholie heeames sensitive or 
addicted to alcohol, he remains addicted 
throughout life. 

7. The length of time for the disease to 
deveiop varies from person to person. 

8. Approximately one out of fifteen drink. 
ers develops the disease alcoholism. 

9. A distinguishing characteristic of the 
alcoholic is his inability to sober up once he 
starts drinking. He experiences discomfort 
and pain when the alcohol content in his blood 
falls below the amount required te produce 
the effect that he strives to maintain. 

10. The alcoholic will experience physical 
and biu-chemital demands for alcohol period- 
ically after he stops drinking. 

11. The first symptom of alcoholism is an 
ineregse in the amount of aleche! required to 
produce the same effect. 

12. Denying alcoholism, failing to recognize 
it, and the jack of acecptance of alcoholism by 
alcoholics are as much a part of the disease as 
drinking and getting drunk. 


ment of a good factual concept of what 
alcoholism is not. It can be diagnosed 
accurately. Its course of progression can be 


. predicted.-The-alcoholic can be. treated and . 


rehabilitated successfully. The disease alco- 
holism can be controlled and prevented. In 
order to enhance our understanding of 
alcoholism, to reduce it to its lowest common 
denominator, and to help in formulating a 
good workable concept of the problem, the 
following are listed as guides: 


“What Alcoholism Is Not” 
1. Itis not an illness like a headache, upset 


stomach, or just drinking too much. 
2. Itis not just drinking, getting into fights, 


.. causing accidents, getting arrested, cirrhosis 


of the liver and lack of will power. 

3. The disease is not.caused by social and 
emotional problems, nor is it caused by bad 
nerves or personality aberrations although 
they might-be most apparent. 

4. He or She does not have to drink all the 
time. They may abstain for weeks, months, 
or years at a time. Loss of contro! is 
reactivated only when drinking is started 
again. 

5. Using alcohol to the extent of creating 
problems in one or mare departments of one’s 


fife does not always or necessarily indinute 
alecholism. 

6. Eventhough the alcoholic may be able to 
correct his psychological and emotional 
dependencies, his physical addiction will it 
permit him to use alcohol without triggering 
off the compulsive need for alcohol. 

7. The individual who develops alcoholism 
is not born alcoholic any more than people 
who develop diabetes are born diabetics, 

8. There are many heavy drinkers who 
consume as much or more alcoho! than 
alcoholics, yet they never develop the 
disease. 

@. The non-aleoholic may consume large 
quantities of alcohol and get drunk frequent- 
ly, yet sobers up whenever he wishes 
without the need for continued ingestion of 
alcohol. 

10. The alcoholic does not have to have any 
type of family, job, financial or emotional 
probiem to experience this flare up. 

11. Both social and heavy drinkers do not 
require more alcohol to produce the same
